Armies were decimated 
by it and navies rendered , useless;

Until the research- 
es of physicians showed that it owed 
Its origin to the lack of fresh vegetables, 
its ravages were frequent and wide- 
spread. In 1795 there was introduced 
into the British navy the admirable 
regulations of provisioning ships-of- 
war drawn up by Blane. Since then 
scurvy has almost disappeared. At the 
present time it is seen only in excep- 
tional circumstances, such as have re- 
cently arisen, in the Klondike. Even in 
the long, lonely voyages to the pole 
our means of furnishing the crews with 
vegetable food in various forme ha* 
prevented any outbreak of importance 
—Philadelphia Medical Journal.

Thus the weight of the animal 
IB supported by as many elastic springs 
as there are laminae in all the feet, 
amounting to about 4,000, distributed 
In the most secure mauner, since every 
spring is acted on in an oblique direc- 
tion.—Boston Budget.
